THK COMBINKH 8RKVICE AT PAULS CHUROH 

AN ADDRESS IN THK SIGN LANOUAOS 

BY RKV. A. W. MANN, Ot CLEVELAND, 
OHIO. 



Editor Journal : — The combined 
service for deaf-mutes and hearing 
people of St. Paul's Church, of East 
Saginaw, on Tuesday evening, March 
8tb, called out a fair ^congregation, 
among whom were ten deaf-mutes, 
residents of this city. All were in- 
tensely interested, the service being 
the first of the kind ever held iu the 
valley. The services, conducted by 
Rev. C. D Alien, were translated into 
the sign language by Rev. A. W. Mann, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, himself a d« 
mute. The address of Rev. A. W 
Mann on the occasion was read from 
manuscript by Rev. Alien at the timo 
it was signed by himself. It is spoken 
of as being a very able one, and beauti- 
fully written. He traced the history of 
ation of deaf-mutes through the 
prejudices of the past up to its pre- 
sent stage, and showed that the 
amelioration of their condition follow- 
ed the introduction of Christianity, 
and called attention to the fact that 
many superior linguists had been 
developed among them. He also spoke 
of the universality of the sign language, 
and gave many illustrations of ite use. 
He stated that there was about eight 
clergymen of the Episcopal Church, 
two of whom are deaf-mutes engaged 
iu missionary labors among tliis clasp ; 
there are also several lay readers 
employed. The encouraging results of 
Ills own works were referred to, and 
it was conclusively shown that reh 
ution can bo impressed 
upon the heart and mind of these 
pie though their vernacular. He 
gave illustrations of the spirit and 
power of religion upon those so af 
(beted that had eonio under his own 
experieni 

After his address, Mr. Mann render 
ed the hymn "Nearer My God to 
Thee," in a most impressive manner.
